Quick Shipments. Best Goods. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Commercial matters are brightening up cousiderably all 
over the country. This is evidenced by the advance made in all 
staple lines of stocks carried over, indicating that buyers have at 
last arrived at the conclusion that they can no longer afford to 
purchase from hand to mouth for the immediate season. It also 
shows that confidence in general is awakening, that the nervous- 
ness affecting the financial situation at the turn of the year is 
being dissipated and that confidence is returning to the channels 
of trade. 

The prevailing spirit of the season still clings to the manipu- 
lation of the staples in canned goods. It will be remembered 
that this was a characteristic of last year, so vital were the move- 
ments of the staples and so important the result hanging upon 
them, that other articles were largely neglected, and, whilst the 
change in the values of tomatoes, for instance, did not occur 
until well into the year, it maintained its hold upon the minds 
of both buyers and packers to an unusual degree for the whole 
time. At present, however, nearly all things on the canned 
goods list are firmer or advancing. 

There is little to be expected from corn in the way of varia- 
tions in price, especially since the public estimates of the pack 
have shown it to be so immensely heavy. The reports agreed that 
it is pretty well up towards 14,000,000 cases, an amount which 
good authorities believe to be double the actual annual consump- 
tion. We cannot wonder, therefore, that confidence has been 
lost in its value, especially as it was already down to rock-bottom 
cost as its selling price before these statistical reports were issued. 
And it will be deemed as doing well if it holds cost quotations 
during the coming year. Efforts will be mainly directed towards 
finding new channels of consumption for it. Much of it will 
probably become missionary goods, that is, used or even sacri- 
ficed to make new markets which will continue in other years to 
develop into good markets for the staple. 

Tomatoes, on the other hand, continue to advance steadily, 
quietly and firmly, and the syndicate having them in hand is 
accomplishing its purpose quietly and without boasting. The 
quotations the present week all around are $1.10 to $1.15 for 
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No. 3 standard, $1.10 being the lowest figure quoted at any of 
the commercial centers. This strengthening of feeling just on 
the eve of the February Convention is a very healthful sign; it 
tells conclusively that buyers have decided that they must have 
the tomatoes and do not expect to get them lower than at present 
quotations. In fact, the market is giving evidence everywhere 
of being well cleaned up of all snap lots of cheap goods, and, 
whilst we do not wish to see them go higher than present quota- 
tions, we must admit the situation is likely to force a further 
advance before February. The danger is that if speculators get 
into it and run the price up still further they will cause two 
evils. One is a lessening of the consumption by cor pelling 
buyers to put the price beyond roc. per can, as retail price, and 
the other is that growers will get swelled heads once more and 
demand advanced values for the crops about to be planted. 
There is a third difficulty, that speculative jobbers and wholesale 
grocers will go into the establishment of tomato canneries for 
the sake of getting their output at very low figures. It must be 
understood that these parties merely advance ntroney. They run 
no risk of loss in the canning of the vegetables, as they merely 
make contracts for heavy amounts of tomatoes with the newly 
promoted concerns. The result would naturally be and is to be 
anticipated that tomatoes early next fall will be overpacked, will 
drop below cost in the market and be almost in the position that 
corn occupies today. 

This makes the value of the stock in hand now in demand 
very important, and more especially the quantity of the stock on 
hand. We think there is no doubt whatever that the consump- 
tive demand between now and June will fully clean up the pres- 
ent holdings, provided the price does not go above $1.15. 
Whenever the values pass that figure it becomes necessary for 
the retailing distributor to charge more than roc. per can to get 
his money back out of them, and it has long been noticed that 
the public is averse to paying more than roc, per can for three- 


pound tomatoes. Therefore, dealers who are buying tomatoes 
are present naturally to figure to close out all they purchase 
between February 1 and June 1, unless they can buy them at 
$1.10 and below. We think we are justified in saying that there 
will be no tomatoes below $1.10 between that time, and we hope 
they will not go above $1.12% to $1.15, the prices prevailing in 
New York today. ' 

The weather indications are for a protracted winter, a delay 
in the pea crop and pea packing and a late season generally in 
the spring. A late season in pea canning will not hurt that 
staple, as a delay would cause a consumption of stocks on hand 
and materially improve the tone of the market for the coming 
season. As most of the staples, however, will be arranged for 
on contract for future delivery, the spring improvement of the 
market will be mainly for the benefit of the buyers, not espe- 
cially for the packers. But they are eventually benefited by the 
success of their patrons. 

In other lines conditions this year will be very much the 
same as last season, with a tendency to a firm market. As we 
hinted last week, there has come already a rise in the value of 
pineapples and they have advanced considerably. Weakness 
seems to have passed out of all holdings and some things are 
showing slight advances. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is nothing very definite to 
declare at present, except it is now known that an advance has 
been decided upon in the matter of steel sheets and blue plates 
for tin plate manufacturers. This is the first gun in the advance 
which will soon follow, and it will probably be applicable to the 
whole line of congenial products, that is, in tin plates and cans. 
We make no change in the quotations of tin plates this week, 
but we understand there has been an advance made on the prices 
of tin plates, all sizes, equal to roc. per box. We note another 
increase in the prices of pig tin, which is quoted at present at 
$36.50 to $36.75, an advance of someting more than 25c. per 100

NEW YORK MARKET. 


New York, January 10.—The week has not been especially 
active, though here and there considerable sales have been made. 
The market is moderately steady, though, possibly, upon large 
orders prices could be shaded a bit. Some holders would like to 
clean up the comparatively small holdings and be ready to take 
up something else without being compelled to think about an 
odd lot of this or that variety of goods. As a whole, however, 
the market is called in good shape for the spring trade, which 
should begin shortly. If suppositions are true, there will be 
good business all through the spring season. ‘The jobbers are 
said to be carrying comparatively light stocks of some of the 
more wanted varieties of goods, and any increase in retail de- 
mand will necessarily cause a corresponding increase in whole- 
sale requirements. It is then that packers and others who have 
saved their goods will reap the benefit. It is likely that trade 
will begin within two or three weeks now and it looks like an 
active spring with prices reasonably high. 

Tomatoes.—According to figures given out the past week, 
the tomato pack of 1905 is placed at 6,070,516 cases, compared 
with 8,145,596 cases during 1904. This is a reduction of about 
20% and represents the loss from reduced acreage, poor weather 
and other unfavorable conditions. It was the smallest pack since 
1900. ‘The pack for the past ten years has aggregated some- 
thing like 66,320,905 cases, or an average of 6,632,905 cases per 


year. The average for the year 1903-04 was 8,521,640 and for 
1904-05 7,442,556 cases. The total supply of the four years was 
35,059,733 cases, a yearly average of 8,764,933 cases. It is 
probable that stock will again be virtually exhausted when the 
new pack comes upon the market. If this supposition is correct, 
it is plain that the United States needs 8,500,000 to 9,000,000 
cases to carry it throughthe year, or monthly requirements of 
700,000 to 750,000 cases. The announcement of the size of the 
pack had comparatively little influence upon the market. The 
fact that the syndicate is reputed to control the situation with 
holdings of 1,500,000 cases prevents any important change in the 
situation. Buyers will have to come into the market eventually 
and purchase freely. It is stated that jobbers have practically 
nothing in hand and will have to buy to satisfy their regular de- 
mand shortly. Meanwhile the retail trade is liberal, and there 
will have to be a buying campaign all along the line shortly. 

Corn.—The corn pack is reported as 13,418,665 cases, the 
largest ever known, compared with 11,462,969 cases for 1904. 
These figures, as in the instance of tomatoes, are given for the 
United States and Canada. ‘The total for the past ten years has 
been 60,944,464 cases, or an average of 6,094,446 cases for each 
year. The total for the years 1904-05 was 12,440,867 cases; 
for the years 1903-04 was 9,914,260 cases, and for 1901-02, 
7,792,320 cases. The pack last year was three times as great as 
in 1902 and 1903 and twice as large as in 1900. One authority 
figures that the total capacity of the country 15,00,000 cases. It 
is estimated that the West is carrying about 2,000,000 cases and 
the South is reported to have in stock about 1,500,000 cases. New 
York State packers are also said to be carrying large stocks. 
The market just at present is quiet. Buying has been heavy, 
owing to low prices, and probably every dealer is well stocked. 
There are indications of an improvement in movement shortly, 
but buyers are cautious and refuse to take hold unless circum- 
stances favor them.

It is said that sales of this character have been 
liberal, but what proportion they bear to the total sale it is im- 
possible to say. It is probable that they will be heavy, because 
buyers believe that this is the only way they can secure deliver- 
ies. The output is always short and only heavy purchases bring 
reasonably heavy pro-rata deliveries. HupDson.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The year opens with canned goods held with pretty general confidence, 
corn being the only doubtful article on the list and even the corn market 
has its stiff spots, the State and Maine pack being scarce and wanted. 
Tomatoes are quiet, but the strong tone grows stronger and the inside price 
at the close is $1.10 f. o. b. for No. 3 standard Maryland brands. Gallon 
tomatoes are particularly scarce and firm. Corn is ranging between 47%c. 
to Soc. for standard grade, outside price for State corn and inside price for 
Western. Other canned vegetables are quiet and steady. Peas are expe- 
riencing increased firmness on the standard varieties. Fruits are quiet and 
steady. Salmon is unchanged. Domestic sardines are showing improved 
tone and closed firm at $2.10 to $2.20 f. o. b. Eastport for quarter oils or 
three-quarter mustards.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The canned goods market has advanced during the week until at the 
present writing nothing good can be obtained for less than $1.10 in a large 
way f.o. b. If the large holders can handle the financial end of their deal, 
the market will very likely go to $1.25, particularly since the announce- 
ment during the week that the pack amounted to between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 cases. This is less than the consumption. No. 2s are firm at 
80c.; they should be higher. The demand for tomatoes is very light, but 
should improve aftar stock-taking is over. During the week some packers 
have announced future prices on the 1906 pack of 75c., which is 15c. above 
last year. Corn is dull and very weak, following the disclosure that the 
pack is nearly 14,000,000 cases, which is much in excess of the consump- 
tion. Peas are firm and in improved demand. Peaches are selling mode- 
rately at unchanged prices. Apples are in very light demand at unchanged 
prices. California canned goods are unchanged and dull. The condition 
of the Baltimore canned goods market is told elsewhere. The only change 
of note seems to be in string beans, which have advanced 2c. per dozen.— 
Grocery World. 


Chicago. 


Canned corn is a trifle stronger. Packers are less disposed to sell at 
very cheap prices and, as consumption is extremely large, they seem in- 
clined to await better prices. Tomatoes are higher. 

Peas are firmer and in good demand. Prices will almost certainly go 
higher, as stocks in packers’ hands are very small. String beans, Limas 
kraut, etc., are firm and pumpkin are in demand at steady prices. Canned 
peaches are wanted, but supplies are light, which makes a very firm market 
for all grades. Apples are very firm and in good demand. The apple pack 
was short, both on gallons and 3 Ibs. Salmon is seasonably quiet, but 
prices are very firm. Sardines are steady. Oysters, coves, are firm and 
selling freely. Canned lobster and shrimp are firm, owing to prevailing 
lightness of supplies in first hands.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


Montreal, Can. 
A quiet market and little business reported by jobbers; in fact, all say 
little can be expected at the close of the year and approach of stocktaking. 


Toronto, Can. 


Sales continue good in small lots of sorting-up kind; no feature of 
interest has developed and prices remain unchanged.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 


Salmon.—A holiday tone has characterized the market for canned goods 
generally, and there is no feature of interest to chronicle, nor is there any 
change to note in the prices of any of the articles which come under this 
description. The Machaon, whose early arrival was expected, as announced 
in last Saturday’s Grocers’ Gazette, has brought 6,619 cases salmon and 
3,525 cases pines and the Carmanian has arrived at Liverpool with 1,000 
cases salmon. The Lisbon has brought 2,606 cases and the Minho, the last 
natned to Liverpool, 874 cases sardines. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—There is little to report this week in consequence of the 
holidays. Things will certainly change next week, when the Keemun arrives 
here. It will give an impetus to all kinds of salmon. There appears to 
have been a good consumptive demand, quite phenomenal for the time of 
year, and higher prices for all kinds are looked for as soon as the ordinary 
salmon season begins.

This Association, as our readers will remember, was formed last year at 
this time, and has grown rapidly in membership and importance. The 
regular annual meeting is being held this week. The invitation announc- 
ing this meeting is interesting and we reprint it here: 

The Annual Convention of the Canners’ League of California is called, 
according to the by-laws, for the second Thursday in January. This will 
be January 11. The committee appointed by your executive committee to 
take charge of the details of the Convention advises that arrangements have 
been made for holding the gathering in the rooms of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, Merchants’ Exchange Building, and the Convention 
will be ca!led to order at 2 o’clock on the afternoon of January 11. It is 
the idea of the committee having this matter in charge that the afternoon 
session on that day shall be an open meeting at which will be present 
various gentlemen connected with other branches of the industry, and a 
number of papers by authorities in the various lines closely affiliated with 
the canning business are being provided for. Following this, the members 
of the League will be the guests of the American Can Company at a banquet 
to be given at the St. Francis Hotel, and the evening will be rounded out by 
attendance at one of the local theatres as guests of the United Can Com- 
pany. These festivities are entirely informal, and we will go just as we are 
from the Convention. There will be no opportunity for glad rags. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

The business of the Convention is planned for an executive session to 
take place in the forenoon of Friday, January 12, at which time the reports 
of officers and committees and a free discussion of all matters that may 
come up will take place.

Defends Preservatives. 


Dr. Beal, of Scio College, Ohio, has acquired considerable notoriety 
during the past few months in scientific, as well as business circles, by 
publicly taking the position that the various anti-ferments used in preserv- 
ation of meat, milk and other food products are not only harmless, but are 
great preservers of the public health. These anti-ferments have commonly 
been regarded as poisons and dangerous, and in many States laws have 
been passed against their use. Dr. Beal brings an array of statistics to 
prove that where they have been used intelligently they have saved com- 
munities from typhoid and other fevers, while their compulsory disuse has 
had exactly the opposite effect. The Alumni Association of the College of 
Pharmacy, of Philadelphia, is arranging for a public discussion of the 
subject in the near future, and has invited Dr. Beal to defend the side of 
the anti-ferments. 


Pineappple Outlook. 


According to Charles T. Howe & Co., one of the largest importers of 
canned pineapple in the United States, the outlook for holders of canned 
pineapple is quite favorable. Inasmuch as Great Britain uses a large quan- 
tity of Singapore pineapple, aggregating from 250,000 to 300,000 cases, con- 
ditions there have a strong influence on the market in Singapore and after 
that upon the American market. Some good orders have been secured in 
England during the past few weeks which have made the market firmer, 
resulting in more inquiry in the United States for forward delivery, and, as 
prices this year are exceptionally low, indications seem to point to a par- 
ticularly heavy sale of this class of fruit. 

Even though it is between seasons in Singapore pineapple continues to 
come forward, arrivals by recent steamers aggregating 1,153 cases, while 
receipts in London during the same period were 939 cases, 

Bahama pineapple continues to be placed freely for future delivery. 
There are only two factories in the Bahamas, and many large orders have 
already been placed as a matter of precaution. ; 

This class of pineapple for sliced fruit is particularly wanted by the 
fancy Eastern trade.—Grocers’ Criterion,

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


All business men were surprised in the early part of last 
October, when Secretary Shaw, the highest official authority on 
finance in the United States, declared in an address in Chicago 
that we were sure to have a financial panic at no distant day if 
some remedy for evils in our circulating medium were not found 
and applied. 

Secretary Shaw is unquestionably in a position to know 
whereof he speaks, and it is, moreover, his duty to know and 
study such matters. When he makes them the subject of public 
discussion, it can be accepted as a desire to have them seriously 
considered as important to the people generally. 

In New York the other day just at the close of the old year 
Mr. Jacob Schiff, the president of the great Banking Company of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., took occasion to call attention to the same 
matter in an address before an influential commercial body of 
financiers, of which he is an officer, and, whilst he had no desire 
to alarm anyone, he spoke in no uncertain way of the danger and 
the certainty of its realization. 

These addresses may have been meant for bankers, but they 
were given to the whole country; they may be only for speculat- 
ive effect, but they are, nevertheless, true in every word; they 
may be made only in furtherance of the steadily pursued purpose 
of the national banks to get all the assistance and relief possible 
out of the government by fear, favor or affection, but even if we 
admit all these as causes, they do not dissipate the facts alluded 
to in the addresses themselves. 

The important thing about both speeches is their unstinted 
complaint of our present money system, its chronic inelasticity. 
The demand is for a method that will remedy this defect. 

What-is wanted is a medium of exchange that will expand 
naturally with demand and shrink when the demand ceases and 
both expansion and shrinkage will be in exact proportion to the 
requirements at any and all times. 


Is it possible to have such a medium for exchange of com- 
modities? If so, what is it? that is the cry. 

Nothing can be found in the prevailing banking and busi-_ 
ness methods, and we must go back to what we should call 
primitive principles if we wish to adopt plans that will prevent 
panics and answer all business purposes. 

We know of but one way to secure this. It is just about 
one thousand years ago that Venice was at the head of all mod- 
ern advancement—political, military and financial. With heavy 
wars to carry on, great fleets to maintain and vast commercial” 
requirements to provide for, her financial management demanded 
wise provision. 

The disturbance of all Europe and the East by the Crusades 
made Venice the financial center of the world. Just at the time 
this same movement laid the foundation for the modern commerce 
which now exists. 

The needs of the State for funds had compelled it to resort 
to forced loans from its people, the merchants, especially, to ob- 
tain money to pay the expenses of the wars it had in the East, 
until this method of forced loans was about exhausted. There 
was danger of utter loss of the State’s credit with all that that 
implies. But there was a wise head in charge of Venetian 
finances. The State started a bank, a bank of credits, really 
the beginning of banking. Books were opened by the State in 
which credit was given to all financial contributors, whether of 
voluntary or forced loans, and the creditors could buy and trade 
on these, assigning their credits on this book by transferring 
them in payment of their bills, so long as they had credit on the 
bank’s book. 

This plan worked so well that trade greatly increased under 
it, the State got all the funds needed for the prosecution of its 
foreign wars and the bank became a permanent institution. It 
handled not a ducat of money in its commercial transactions, but 
did all business by means of credit transference. It lasted for 
goo years, living when kingdoms, dynasties and even religions 
passed away and its credit was always good. Its paper was 4% 
above that of the Bank of England in the best days of the latter, 
and it only ceased to exist when Napoleon the Great marched 
his armies into Venice and destroyed both the government and 
the bank. Its principle was right, the only correct banking 
principle for the people of a Republic and the only one which 
will save us in our present trouble and in these times of universal 
graft. 

To make this perfectly clear we will suppose a case. In 
any large City we will say that Messrs A., are manufacturers of 
canned goods; they sell a bill of goods for $200. to B., a whole- 
sale grocer in their city. When the goods are delivered they 
send a bill along with them, at such times it is understood the 
bill is to be delivered. The receivers, B., look over the account 
find it correct and so endorse it, returning the bill toA. A 
sends this bill to the central clearing house, which is only an- 
other name for the Bank, and there the bill is credited to the 
account of A., and deducted from the account of B., it being al- 
ways understood that the party endorsing the bill must have 
credit on the books of some such bank. Meantime B., sells 
several bills of these goods to other parties in that section, and 
sends the bill with the goods plus the profit, taking endorsed re- 
ceipts for their delivery and the amount; and in the same way as 
A has done, B sends his endorsed bills to the clearing house. 
They are entered to his credit and deducted from the credit of 
the parties who bought the goods. 

Where transactions occur between one clearing house and 
another, for there might be a hundred in a city, all such banks 
belong to a central clearing house for that City just as is the 
case at present; and in the same way with bills to out of town 
parties. It will be seen the same principle applies as in the pres- 
ent banking arrangements. ‘That the general application of it is 
as simple and prectical as in present banking; but it lacks the 
risk of the present method. In the first place the producer or 
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manufacturer does not sell to any one who has not a credit upon 
some one of these banks, and the account is paid merely by the 
transference of credits in all cases. 

It will be seen also that this collects all bills without loss; it 
collects them early, so that it isa strictly cash system, and it 
therefore also pays all bills. It gives all parties full opportunity 
to hustle for an increase of business, each in his own line what- 
ever it may be. We are aware two main objections will be made 
by cavaliers; one is the difficulty of starting such a bank and the 
other will be its application to the purchase of small items of 
momentary use. Neither of these are essential difficulties. In 
the first place it would be only necessary for the merchants start- 
ing such a bank as this in their section to make out such bills as 
were due them, good, bad and indifferent, old and new; to send 
them around to the debtors and have them certified as correct. 
Then to send these bills to the central clearing house or bank 
and they would start their credits. Not only parties in good 
standing but many parties who are now bad pay would willing 
come into this banking arrangements, for, as arule men do not 
care to be dishonest but like to pay their bills. This virtually 
is paying them in trade and would bring them much more bus- 
iness, and once having credits on the books of this bank they 
would work steadily to increase them. Thus every member of 
the bank would naturally be obtaining business from every other 
one who had any connection with his line of trade, and what is 
true of the individual is true of the clearing houses between 
themselves and one city and another. 

In a nut-shell—every business of medium size is probably 
rich on its books and poor in its bank account. The above system 
relieves this, for every bill becomes a certified check. 

Examine it, criticize it; vou will find it answers every call; 
that it cannot fail; there can be no deflection of its monies by its 
officers; no loaning of its funds; no temptation even to dishon- 
esty; no possibility of using it to defraud. 


Arkansas. 


Gassville, Ark.—A stock company made up of Gassville citizens will 
begin the erection of a canning factory at an early date, same to cost $5,000. 
The plant will have a capacity of 10,000 three-pound cans daily. The fact- 
ory will handle all kinds of berries, beans, corn, pumpkin, etc., grown in 
the vicinity. 

California. 

Oakland, Cal.—The Code-Portwood Canning Company has filed plans 
with the building inspector for a $30,000 factory, to be located at the 
corner of East Twenty-eight street and Railroad avenue. The canning 
establishment will cover an entire block and will be one of the largest on 
the Coast. 

Indiana. 

Richmond, Ind.—The Richmond Canning Company on January 3 made 
an assignment in favor of local banks. Liabilities are stated to be $18,000, 
with assets estimated to be worth $15,000. The company was organized | 


three years ago, and the failure is attributed to the short crop of the past 
year. 


Georgia. 
Douglasville, Ga.—Douglasville has all the stock subscribed for a can- 


ning factory, the site has been selected and work on the building will begin 
January I. 


Massachusetts. 


Great Barrington, Mass.—The stockholders of the Great Barrington 
Canning Factory held their annual meeting and will dissolve the company 
and dispose of the plant. Samuel K. Williams and A. M. Chamberlain 
were appointed auditors, which was necessary, according to law. The 
meeting adjourned for two months, and in the meantime J. B. Hull, Jr., 
and W. Taylor Day are to see what can be done toward disposing of the 
plant. The present board of officers did not care to serve for another year, 
and the other stockholders refused to take an interest in the corporation 
and voted to dispose of the plant to the best advantage. The treasurer’s 
report showed that there was $13.67 on hand at the time of the meeting. 
The failure of the company in making a success is due to the fact that the 
farmers feel that they can receive more for their produce at home and do 
not have the bother of carting it off to the factory.

Syracuse, N. Y.—The stockholders of the Woerner Preserving Company 
have met, effect'ng a reorganization of the concern. George E, Scherrer 
was elected president and the following board of directors was chosen: 
Edward B. Judson, president of the First National Bank; Albert K. Hiscock, 
president of the State Bank of Syracuse; John B. Taylor, of Watertown, 
son-in-law of former Gov. Roswell P. Flower; William A. Wynkoop, of the 
Salt Springs National Bank; F. H. Elliott, Austin J. McMahon and George 
E. Scherrer. The former president, who is succeeded by Mr. Scherrer, is 
W. A. Wynkoop. The company, which is capitalized at $200,000, conducts 
three plants in Liverpool, Kirkville and Minoa, where kraut, tomatoes and 
pickles are preserved.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 


In their weekly letter, Thos. G. Cranwell & Co. say: 

Tomatoes.—The market here this week continues substantially the 
same as last week. The demand is not quite so heavy, which is entirely 
natural. Considering that the market has practically advanced 20c. per 
dozen on No. 3 standard tomatoes and toc. per dozen on No. 2 standards 
during the past two or three weeks, it is only natural that jobbers should 
want to see whether prices are going to be maintained. Added to this the 
trade is doubtless busy with other goods besides canned goods and hardly 
in a position to give as much attention to the tomato market at this particu- 
lar time as the market really deserves. There also seems to be a disposi- 
tion to discount the reports being circulated about the tomato market. 
The reports, however, which are being sent out are, as a rule, based on facts, 
and so far this season the extremely bullish view has been the correct one 
from the start. Present conditions certainly justify a continued bullish 
market. During the past month a very large proportion of the tomatoes 
held by packers has been absorbed, so that the position of the so-called 
‘* Syndicate ’’ is today stronger than ever. Practically all of the tomatoes 
in the country not held by jobbers are controlled by the syndicate, and their 
stock, along with what stock might still be owned by outsiders, is hardly 
sufficient to satisfy the normal wants of the trade, even allowing for a 
heavy reduction in the consumption on account of higher prices. There is 
quite a good inquiry and indications point to good buying in the near 
future. : 

We are beginning to have a large inquiry for future No. 3 tomatoes 
from widely scattered points. There has hardly been any market made on 
futures. Most of the packers are unwilling sellers; most of them lost money 
last years on what futures they sold and are inclined to follow a different 
policy this year. It looks as though packers will have to pay a little more 
money for the raw stock and they are also naturally influenced to some 
extent by the present high prices of spot tomatoes, and prospect of even 
higher prices. It looks as though all the spot tomatoes in the country will 
be cleaned up before the new goods are ready and there ought to be a pretty 
good demand for new tomatoes out of the early pack at good prices. 

Corn.—The appearance of the annual statistics for the corn pack show- 
ing a pack of between 13,000,000 and 14,000,000 cases is not very encourag- 
ing for the corn situation, but if the effect of these reports will be to dis- 
courage packers from packing corn during the coming season, it will cer- 
tainly be a good thing. As a matter of fact, the packing during the coming 


season can hardly help being heavily reduced. If packers are carrying the 
corn which they are credited with, there certainly will not be much incent- 
ive for them to pack more. Depite the bad conditions of corn from pack- 
ers’ standpoint, the situation does not look so bad from buyers’ standpoint. 
Really good corn at round prices is certainly cheap. 

Peas.—The demand .is again improving for these goods. We have a 
few No. 2 standard early Junes at 72%c. and a better grade of standards at 
75¢. to 8oc. per dozen. The quantity here at 72%c. to 75c. per dozen is 
light. Indications point to an 80c. market in the near future.

Wanted—A Moses of the Canned Goods Industry. 


We have heard cries from the West for a Moses to lead the retail grocers 
out of bondage, for the evils had so oppressed them, one and all, that life 
was a misery to anyone so engaged, and, as we read, we felt half inclined to 
exclaim as the voice of the combined canners of the world, ‘‘ Oh! Lord, we 
thank Thee, that we are not as the rest of men!’ But Strasbaugh, Silver & 
Co., from their circular letter of last Saturday, appear to have discovered 
that the canned goods industry is in even a worse plight than the retail 
grocers, and that this industry is in greater need of a Moses than the 
grocers. Just how the suggestions offered will cause the canned goods 
packers to be strictly honest in the figures they give of their various packs, 
or to give them at all, we leave to the decision of our readers. 

Their letter reads: 

‘* ABERDEEN, MD., Jan. 6, 1906. 

‘*More Especially Tomatoes.—This has been statistic week, a successor 
to holiday week—not much business, lots of talk from June to January. We 
have had predictions of minor prophets galore; now the sages come forward 
and doctors, nurses and assistants disagree. The ‘‘ guess apple”’ still keeps 
us guessing. It always has a happy faculty of causing excitement and 
gossip among those interested. The excitement is enjoyed by all, but that 
the market is nurtured by gossip alone is lamentable. Business is business. 
We should know facts and figures. -The packing industry is too important 
to be subjected‘to such violent changes of values and conditions, making it 
almost a speculation alone as to who is authority and leaving an uncertainty, 
which should not exist in the minds of all interested and who have their 
reputations and fortunes at stake. While we do not question, in the least, 
the efforts of anyone in his endeavors to give correct information and 
figures, yet in this advanced age of scientific business, aided by modern

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inventions facilitating almost immediate dispatch throughout our entire 
country, there surely must be some remedy, and it is beyond question that 
the leading canned goods men and merchants of the day have ample ability 
to cope with the situation, consult, select, recommend and put in use any 
customs and methods which would insure both buyer and seller the same 
protection and steady method of dealing that would equal the most legiti- 
mate trading in any other commodity. A liberal proposition was made 
some months ago at the Chamber of Commerce, of Baltimore, inviting the 
canned goods men of that city to become members and trade daily on the 
public floors of that Exchange, as after the methods of trading in flour and 
grain as far as would be permissible in this age of progress for canned 
goods. This proposition has already received the indorsement of a number 
and, while there may be still better suggestions resulting from combined 
and mature deliberation, we believe it to be to the interest of all concerned 
to give prompt consideration to the adoption of this same or better method 
throughout the United States which would tend to more legitimate, open 
trading and which could not help but diminish ills with which the industry 
is now afflicted. If packers and jobbers interested in a better order of 
things would get together at the coming Canners’ Convention to be held in 
Atlantic City in February, doubtless much could be accomplished in putting 
out of fashion some of the antiquated customs and new methods more satis- 
factory to all could be agreed upon whereby bona-fide business transactions 
would be done in the light of the sun, and at the end of the year this im_ 
portant industry would have taken, at least a step forward from its present 
darkened and benighted condition, where doubt and uncertainty are the 
guiding powers, and the not far-distant future would reveal a brand-new 
industry, scarcely recognizable as having once been a relic of the dark 
ages.”’ 

r We agree heartily with the writers, that a definite knowledge should be 
had each year of the pack in every line. Likewise the actual consumptive 
ability of the market on each article should be ascertained, and not 
guessed at. 

But a long experience has taught us, as it will others in course of time, 
that, left to the individual canned goods packer, scattered, as the industry 
is from Canada and Maine to California and Mexico, the actual, accurate 
statistics cannot be gotten. Possibly 25% of the packers would respond to 
the requests to give their business secrets to these gleaners of statistics 
without any other reason for doing so than the mere request; but the other 
75% cannot see why they should open their books to the world, and they 
do not do so, with the result that their packs are estimated by the statisti- 
cians. This was shown last year by actual count. 


But the packers themselves should have this, and we believe today 
are largely in possession of this knowledge. The right way to do this 
is to belong to an Association of your industry—a local Association—and 
report to your Secretary under any of the numerous secret plans. For the 
good of your own pocketbook these reports must be correct—sworn to be- 
fore a magistrate—the Secretary will compile the reports, and the result 
will be given to all members. This is being done now in a number of Asso- 
ciations, and the results are secret and kept secret, except to members. 
But each Association, having gathered its statistics, should send a report of 
the totals into one common center, where these reports would in turn be 
footed up, and then the result given to the world. 

But this information is, first of all, the packers’, and after that the 
jobbers’ or dealers’. 

With such work in these local Associations the needs of the industry 
would soon be ascertained by each Association making it a point to bring 
its particular matter to the attention of the combined packers at the annual 
meetings. In this way the important questions affecting canners in every 
section of the country would have the attention of the whole industry—a 
weight that could not be disregarded by any interest or set of men. 

The question of trading canned goods on the floor of an Exchange, as is 
done with other commodities, is undoubtedly a good one, and the right one. 
We called attention to this long ago, stating that by such method the 
industry would be placed on a solid, commercial footing. If the matter is 
handled rightly, it would be the means of removing some of the greatest 
evils of the business; as, for instance, the variation in the sizes of cans, the 
difference in standards (paradoxical as it may seem) of goods of different 
sections, etc., etc. The industry should be on a commercial basis, similar 
to other industries.
